I lived in 9t Petarsburg ISr near n'nw 


years, and made Eusaian 
life a study, 


mingling with all classes for.that iiuiposo. I 
dined with the emperor and inipurial family, 
and took cabbage soup and. black bread with 
the woodmen who camo from the interior on 
boats and rafts. 
Perhaps there is no Amer- 


ican living or dead who am spoak with more 
authority than I can on tho .real character ot 
Russia. Ibalievo thero isno more charitable 
and hmuano nation on earth than Russia. I 
givo the'proofs. . There are no deaths by ab- 
solute poverty-in-Russia, as in tho great 
cities of Paris, London, New York-, nnd other 
European cities. Besides, the charitable as- 
sociations established by law, tbe first nobles 
in Russia, men and 
women, yearly by 


organized societies collect funds by gilts, 
needlework, and other methods, for clothes, 
soup-houses, nnd bread, which are distributed 
nil winter iu St. Petersburg; and such 
methods are pursued in other cities. 


The infants that aro drowned and thrown 


into sewers in Europe and America are taken 
at a day old, if need he, -and brought up at 
tho public (irponse in St. Petersburg, Mos- 
cow, nnd other cities. 
These children when 


they £i-o\v up to a suitable ago are put to 
service and may. make ft goaorotisliving. 
Russia liberated her slaves, not .by -n-ar,|and 
gave them lands. America did neither. I 
dined with the nephew of Princo Dolgorouky, 
governor general of Moscow (viceroy), and a 
liberated s«rf or slave was at tho tablo as a 
guest, and made tho boat dinner speech on tho 
occasion.
